To an outsider it looks as though, probably, the tennis asso­ 
ciation wants to gel out its own publicity and press m atter. Every 
newspaper and especially sports w rite r ought to rise to the de­ 
fense of Tilden and Richards so that such rulings of an am ateur 
association shall not deprive us of two of the stars who would 
greatly assist America to supremacy in the Olympic sports. 
lf it gets right down to brass tacks, w hat’s the occupation of 
the members of the am ateur rules committee of the tennis asse­ 
d a t ion and w hat do the officers of the organization do for a living? 
lf the am ateur ruling is carried to its ultimate conclusion, no one 
but a simon pure am ateur, an independently rich man with posi­ 
tively nothing to do hut appear in sports, will be qualified to be an 
am ateur. 
The rest of America, rich in athletic ability but com­ 
pelled to work for a living, v ill be barred its place in athletics be­ 
cause of having to work for such a living.

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BEKIENAACH SA VS HCS WISER NOW

New York, April 30. 
For a young man who lms suffered flu disappoint­ 
ment of a very serious setback at the very beginning of bis career, Paul 
Berlenbaeli, the greatest bitting product the ring has produced in years, has 
retained a surprising amount of confidence and assurance in his future. 
Instead of regarding the defeat he met at tile right hand punch of Jack 
Delaney as a blow that blasted his hopes and ruined his career, the young 
former Olympic wrestler looks upon it as a valuable lesson well learned and 
an experience that was needed to make him a finished fighter. 
“Fighting,” Berlenbaeli said a few days ago to the writer, "is Bice any 
other sport or any profession 
you have to learn it and know it before you 
get to the top. 
My good friend, Hughey McQuillan, never could have made 
good with the Giants if he had pitched only ten games in the hush leagues, 
and it wasn’t within reason that I could get up with the champions without 
having more experience than I was able to get In ten professional fights. 
“I didn’t have a chance to learn anything until I went into the ring with 
Delaney, but I learned plenty in that fight, and even if I did get stopped, I 
feel now that the lesson I learned was worth the sacrifice, 
f made a lot of 
mistakes in that fight just as f had made them in other professional fights, 
but the difference was that they counted more against me in the Delaney 
fight than they did in the others. 
FII never make the same mistakes again, 
and I have enough eotifidenee in myself to feel that I’m going to get a long 
way in the ring when i have had lite chance to acquire the instinct of know­ 
ing what to do and what not to do.” 
Berlenbaeli feels that he was rushed into fast company with too much 
speed, but he assumes the responsibility for not having asserted himself by 
demanding the generally recognized privilege of a boxer to take a two or 
three-season course in the bush leagues before he had to face major league 
pitching. 
He feels that the New York Boxing Commission exceeded ifs 
authority in practically naming his opponents, in arbitrarily ruling that his 
opponents must he within a pound of his own weight and in hounding him 
with orders and rules that never were on the hooks. 
Jfn makes the serious 
charge that a deputy boxing commissioner flatly told him that he would have 
to fight Delaney when the promoter had offered him his cholee of several 
other boxers, cli of whom were less qualified against his style of fighting than 
Delaney. 
Rather than censure anyone or hold anyone responsible for these com­ 
plaints. Berlenbaeh blames himself and explains: “ I just didn’t know any­ 
thing about the game.”
